in g mad against their adversaries.

three years, the evidence became undoubted that Cook’s claims 
were fraudulent and his supporters had to subside. 
Congress, in time, did justice to Peary. 
On March 3, 19x1, 
it voted to him its special thanks and conferred upon him the 
rank of Rear Admiral, the promotion and the highest salary 
permissible dating from the actual discovery of the pole. Special 
gold medals were also conferred upon him by a number of societies. 
Rear Admiral Robert E. Peary, retired, 
discoverer of the 
North Pole, died at his heme in Washington City, on February 
20th, after a two years’ illness of pernicious anemia, during which 
thirty-five blood transfusions had been of no avail. 
Sailors, at­ 
taches or the naval hospital, and many ex-service men gave of 
their life’s blood, during that period in the vain effort to prolong 
the life cf the country’s foremost explorer.
